To  THE  Committee  of  Visitors. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

The  summary  which  I  have  to  lay  before  you  of 
the  admissions,  discharges  and  deaths  for  the  past  year,  shews 
an  increase  in  the  year  of  49  persons.  The  removals  during- 
the  year  of  the  remaining  Berkshire  Patients  from  Licensed 
Houses,  amounted  to  51.  The  number  of  Pauper  Lunatics  in 
confinement  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  two  less  than  at  the 
beginning.  The  number  admitted  from  the  Parishes  during  the 
year  has  been  eight  less  than  in  the  year  preceding ;  and  the 
proportion  of  chronic  cases  of  which  there  was  no  hope  of 
recovery,  has  also  been  less.  The  proportion  of  discharges  has 
consequently  increased.  The  proportion  of  deaths  is  in  the 
same  ratio  to  the  number  of  persons  under  treatment,  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  readmissions  of  Patients  have  consisted  of  4  Males  and 
6  Females  j  of  whom  3  Males  and  2  Females  were  discharged 
and  readmitted  within  the  year.  One  of  these  Males  has 
been  again  discharged  in  a  sound  state  of  mind  j  and  one

mit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  at  their  first  Meeting  after  the^ Oxfordshire  Epiphany 
Quarter  Sessions  annually,  a  Report,  in  writing,  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Asylum, 
and  the  number  and  character  of  the  Patients  ;  distinguishing  the  numbers  who  have 
been  received  and  discharged  as  cured  ;  the  number  of  readmissions  ;  the  number  em¬ 
ployed,  and  in  what  manner ;  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  in  the  preceding  year, 
and  also  the  total  number  of  discharges,  cures,  and  deaths  since  the  opening  of  the 
Institution,  and  specifying  the  sexes  iu  each  statement ;  with  such  other  facts  as  the 
Superiatendent  may  think  desirable,  or  which  the  Visitors  may  have  suggested. 
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of  the  Females  was  discharged  upon  tlie  requisition  of  her 
Husband. 

The  admissions  of  Patients  direct  from  their  Parishes  of 
98  persons  (the  most  recent  cases,  or  the  most  urgently 
attacked,)  constitute  one  fourth  of  the  whole  number  resident. 
Forty  of  these  were  in  the  first  year  of  attack,  and  thirteen  in 
the  first  year  of  not  the  first  attack.  The  total  number  of 
persons  under  treatment  in  the  first  year  of  attack  has  been 
62  ;  those  of  not  the  first  attack  23,  and  those  in  the  second 
year  of  attack  1 1  j  making  a  total  of  96.  The  discharges  out  of 
that  number  have  been  45,  and  the  deaths  16.  The  discharges 
and  deaths  of  the  more  chronic  cases  have  been  about  3  and  8 
per  cent,  respectively.  The  total  number  of  discharges  by 
recovery  and  relief  have  been  15  per  cent.  ;  and  of  the  deaths 
10  per  cent. 

The  mortality  has  happened  to  have  been  greatest  amongst 
the  Patients  admitted  from  Parishes  in  1848,  (of  whom  twelve 
have  died,) — and  amongst  the  more  aged,  of  whom  18  were 
upwards  of  60  years  old. 

In  comparing  the  results  produced  in  different  Asylums  in 
the  Kingdom,  it  is  necessary  to  notice  the  relative  numbers  of 
the  chronic  cases,  and  of  those  of  a  more  recent  or  urgent 
character  admitted  within  the  year.  The  mortality  is  reduced 
at  some  of  the  long  established  Asylums  (as  at  Hanwell)  to 
about  eight  per  cent,  on  the  number  of  Patients  under  treat¬ 
ment  ;  the  annual  admissions  being  in  the  proportion  of  one 
tenth.  It  would  appear,  on  investigation,  that  the  mortality 
of  the  chronic  cases  in  the  Country  districts  is  somewhat  less 
than  that  at  the  Metropolitan  Asylum.  The  question  of  the 
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superior  health  of  the  more  agricultural  population  is  supported 
by  a  possible  difference  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  admissions  of 
Patients  of  this  class  of  life  :  For,  at  Hanwell,  the  average  ages 
at  which  Males  and  Females  have  heen  admitted  has  been  37 
and  36  years  j  at  the  Surrey  Asylum  39  and  41  years  ;  at 
the  West  Riding  of  York  39  and  40  years  :  And,  according 
to  the  few  Reports  which  I  have  consulted, — they  are,  at  the 
Kent  Asylum  44  and  41  years ;  and  at  Suffolk  42  and  42i 
years  ;  whilst  at  the  Littlemore  Asylum  the  average  age  of 
admission  has  been,  of  persons  sent  direct  from  their  parishes — 
Males,  40  years — Females,  42  years. 

The  average  rate  of  age  at  death  at  this  Asylum  during  the 
past  year  has  been  unusually  high  ; — namely,  the  Males  at  50, 
and  Females  at  56  years  of  age. — Total  average,  52  years. 


The  average  age  at  death  is  stated  in  the  Kent  Asylum 
Reports  to  have  been.  Males  44  years— Females  50  years. 
Suffolk  Asylum  ,,  48  years  ,,  52  years. 

Surrey  Asylum  ,,  43  years  ,,  49  years. 

Hanwell  Asylum  ,,  43  years  ,,  46  years,  and 

Wakefield  Asylum  ,,  43  years  ,,  44  years. 


The  admissions  into  the  Littlemore  Asylum,  of  Oxfordshire 
Patients  have  been  rather  greater  than  those  of  the  County  of 
Berks,  the  proportion  of  Females  being  34  to  20 ;  and  the 
number  of  Patients  in  the  Asylum  at  the  close  of  the  year — 
(116  Males  and  171  Females,)  was  in  the  proportion  of  two 
Males  to  three  Females.  The  highest  numbers  of  each  sex 
received  were  128  Males  and  171  Females;  and  the  greatest 
number  in  the  house  on  any  one  day  in  the  year  was  297. 
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It  was  noticed  in  a  former  Report  that  the  numerical  dispro¬ 
portion  between  the  sexes  was  supposed  to  depend  on  the  greater 
number  of  discharges  as  cured,  and  the  greater  number  of 
deaths  of  Male  Patients  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  greater 
liability  of  Females  to  have  relapses  of  the  Complaint  and 
require  to  be  readmitted.  The  question  is  both  of  interest  and 
importance. 

At  this  Asylum  there  is  still  accommodation  for  more  Patients 
of  either  sex,  and  no  one  who  has  been  brought  with  a  legal 
order  of  admission  has  been  refused.  The  Asylum  therefore, 
affords  a  fair  test  of  the  proportions  alluded  to,  and  I  subjoin 
the  numbers  to  elucidate  the  point.

The  experience  of  this  Asylum  does  not  make  it 

appear  that 

I  Females  have  so  much  as  an  equal  liability  with  Males  to  the 
i  first  attack.  As  the  greater  number  of  Females  in  the  Licensed 
:!  Houses  was  one  half  less  than  the  proportion  subsequently  sent 
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from  the  Parishes  it  appears  probable  that  the  Authorities 
retained  a  greater  number  of  Females  in  the  Union  Workhouses 
previously  to  the  operation  of  the  Statute  which  now  regulates 
the  care  of  the  Pauper  Lunatics., 

The  result  of  the  year  appears  to  maintain  a  fair  average  of 
success  in  the  medical  treatment,  and  in  the  health  of  the 
Patients.  We  have  been  spared  from  an  Epidemic  which  has 
fallen  heavily  on  many  thickly  peopled  establishments ; — also  we 
have  had  no  very  severe  sickness  prevalent.  And,  though  the  mor¬ 
tality  has  not  diminished,  the  number  of  Patients  who  have  derived 
benefit  and  returned  home,  has  increased.  The  comforts  of  the 
Asylum,  which  are  so  essential  to  a  decrepid  class  of  persons, 
have  been  maintained  ; — and  the  occupation  of  the  new  Buildings 
has  given  greater  freedom  and  quietness  to  the  establishment. 

The  Attendants  have  generally  conducted  themselves  with 
their  usual  kindness  and  forbearance  towards  their  Patients. 
One  exception  only  occurred  in  the  instance  of  a  Female 
Attendant,  who  was  discharged  for  violence  to  an  aged  Patient. 

Some  Members  of  the  Committee  have  shewn  anxiety  regard¬ 
ing  the  use  of  the  single  rooms  for  the  seclusion  of  Patients. 
The  length  of  time  during  which  persons  occasionally  are  con¬ 
fined  in  these  rooms  (which  has  been  regarded  as  closely  resem¬ 
bling  solitary  confinement),  is  a  sufficient  cause  for  inquiry, — 
and  if  any  doubt  exists  of  sufficient  attention,  cleanliness,  or 
ventilation  being  observed  as  to  these  rooms,  the  doubt  should 
be  removed. 

The  system  then,  is  adopted  as  being  more  humane  than 
the  use  of  chairs  confining  the  limbs, — or  than  by  personal 
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restraint  on  the  part  of  the  Attendants  5  and  the  question  is 
narrowed  to  that  of  whether  it  be  kept  within  proper  limits. 
I  have  added  to  the  other  Appendices  of  this  Report  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  number  of  persons  secluded,  the  causes  and  duration 
of  seclusion,  and  of  the  repetition  of  attack  requiring  it. 
It  is  adopted  towards  a  class  of  Epileptic  Patients  for  un¬ 
conscious  and  unmanageable  violence,  and  for  rest  j — towards 
the  Sick,  and  persons  under  recent  attacks  of  Insanity  for  th© 
sake  of  quiet  to  themselves  and  others  ; — towards  persons  in 
good  health  who  are  casually  refractory  or  violent, — for  the 
preventing  quarrels,  repressing  disorder,  and  preserving  the 
peace  of  the  Ward.  The  Seclusion  Rooms  are  ventilated  and 
warmed  by  means  which  have  been  generally  approved  of  j  and 
each  room  contains  700  cubic  feet  of  air. 

There  have  been  attempts  at  escape  by  three  persons  during 
the  year.  In  each  instance  the  Patient  was  brought  back  by 
the  Attendants  who  were  sent  after  him. 

There  have  been  three  Inquests  by  the  Coroner  upon  deceased 
Patients.  Two  of  them  were  held  on  persons  recently  brought 
to  the  Asylum,  ’  and  one  on  an  aged  Idiot  Female,  who  died 
suddenly. 

The  Accounts  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Asylum  shew  that 
the  cost  of  Maintenance  on  the  whole  year  has  been  95.  5d 
per  week,  and  that  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  it  was  as 
high  as  IO5.  5g?.  j  an  excess  arising  partly  from  the  peculiar 
season,  and  partly  from  the  arrangements  necessary  for  the 
reception  of  the  then  incoming  Patients.  Those  Patients  being 
admitted,  and  the  peculiar  expenses  of  the  first  quarter  not  in¬ 
curred,  the  actual  expenses  of  the  third  quarter  were  as  low  as

■8s,  3d,  Thfi  Committee  felt  themselves  able  to  reduce  the 
charge  to  the  Parishes  for  the  maintenance  of  their  Patients  to 
9s.  (the  medium  cost).  The  result  has  been  that  the  receipts 
cover  the  expenses  of  the  year  with  a  balance  in  favour  of  the 
Asylum. 

The  stock  of  clothing  provided  for  the  incoming  Patients  has 
proved  sufficient,  and  the  stock  allowed  for  the  Patients  pre¬ 
viously  in  the  Asylum  has  been  maintained.  The  articles 
appear  to  have  been  of  good  quality,  and  have  given  satisfaction 
in  the  wear.  The  stock  now  on  hand  is  such  as  to  meet  the 
emergency  of  an  increase  of  Patients,  or  to  reduce  in  some 
degree  the  outlay  in  the  new  year. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  recently  visited  the 
Asylum,  and  their  written  observations  are  transcribed  in  the 
Appendix.

Since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners  to  this  Asylum,  on  the  22nd 
of  December  1848,  151  new  Patients  have  been  admitted,  66  have  been 
discharged,  and  40  have  died.  The  deaths  are  attributed  to  various 
causes,  and  it  appears  that  18  of  the  Patients  were  upwards  of  60 
years  of  age. 

A  considerable  number  of  Patients  are  admitted  in  very  bad  health, 
and  of  the  151  received  during  the  year  16  are  since  dead. 

The  Asylum  at  present  contains  288  Patients,  of  whom  117  are  Males 
and  171  are  Pemales;  they  were  generally  in  a  very  tranquil  state  to  day, 
and  no  one  was  placed  in  seclusion  to  day  on  account  of  Maniacal 
excitement.  Mechanical  restraint  is  never  used,  and  the  cases  of 
seclusion  appear  to  be  rare.— The  period  of  seclusion  in  each  case 
is  carefully  noted  in  the  Medical  Journal.  No  disease  of  an  epidemic 
character  prevails  in  the  Asylum  at  present,  but  a  considerable  number 
of  the  Patients  are  srrffering  from  colds,  and  we  found  8  Males  and 
9  Pemales  in  bed  to  day. 

The  dietary  continues  the  same  as  heretofore,  and  the  food  supplied  for 
the  dinners  of  the  Patients  to  day  was  of  excellent  quality  and  sufficient 
in  quantity. 

We  have  gone  over  the  whole  of  the  Wards  and  inspected  every  part 
of  the  Building— The  new  Wings  are  now  finished  and  in  use,  and 
the  crowding  alluded  to  by  the  Commissioners  at  their  last  visit  no 
longer  exists. 

The  various  rooms  and  galleries  in  the  old  building  were  very 
comfortably  warmed ; — but,  in  the  new  wings,  although  a  system  of 
warming  exists,  it  was  not  in  operation,  and  some  of  the  rooms  appeared 
to  us  to  be  cold,  and  one  or  two  were  imperfectly  ventilated. 

The  Wards  were  throughout  clean  and  in  the  best  order,  and  the 
bedding  and  clothing  of  the  Patients  good  and  sufficient.  We  noticed 
several  books  and  newspapers  distributed  in  the  Wards  to  day,  and 
a  considerable  number  of  Pemales  were  engaged  at  their  Needle. 

On  an  average  23  Males  are  employed  in  Gardening  and  other  out¬ 
door  work,  and  of  the  Pemales  75  occupy  themselves  in  the  Laundry 
and  Kitchen,  and  at  their  Needle. 

Prayers  are  read  daily,  and  the  average  number  of  Patients  attending 
last  Sunday  were  67  Males  and  95  Pemales. 

On  the  whole,  the  Asylum  appears  to  us  to  be  in  a  creditable  and 
satisfactory  condition.
